THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE” 


To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified to 
vote in town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at the 
own hall in said town on the eighth day of March next, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
_ subjects: 

Article 1 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town expenses for the ensuing year, and to 
make appropriation for the same. ‘ 

Article 2. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise upon a poll and other estate in proportion, for the re- 
pair of highways for the ensuing year. . 


Article 3. To see what sumi of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the interest on the debt of said town, and to 
make appropriation for the same. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to apply to the sinking fund and how the same shall 
be invested. 

Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to appropriate in aid of the Public Library. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of one hundred dollars to Carlton Post, G. A. R., to be 
used for Memorial purposes on May 30, 1904. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to hire, for the purpose of paying 
the debt of the town for the year ensuing. 
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Article 8. To see if the town will, vote to put on a night 
watch, if the selectmen deem it necessary. 

Article 9. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money: for the purpose of building concrete sidewalks. 

Article 10. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate. a sum of money not less than fifty dollars for the 
care and improvement of “Edgerly Memorial Park” for the 
ensuing year; and that said appropriation be intrusted to the 
Friday Afternoon Club to be expended for said purpose. 

Article 11. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
inclose and improve the “Henry Wilson Monumental Grounds’’ 
and raise for this purpose such sum of money as may be 
necessary. ‘To choose a committee or agent to carry out the 
provisions of the foregoing article. 


Aricle 12.. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray the expense of observing 
Old Home Week. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to have prepared a highway map of the town of 
Farmington if required, in accordance with Chapter 133 of 
the laws of the state of New Hampshire, passed in January 
session of 1903. 


Article 14. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
authorize and require the selectmen each year hereafter 
during the time they are taking the annual inventory to look 
up and make a special list of all the various tracts of Real 
Estate situated in said town and located outside of the two 
highway districts in Farmington village proper, that isowned 
by persons who reside in either of the two highway districts 
of the said Farmington Village, or who may reside outside of 
said town of Farmington, and that the selectmen shall be re- 
quired annually to assign all of the highway tax derived from 
said tracts of Real Estate as above specified, to the highway 
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district where said land is located in said town and that said 
tax shall be used for the repair and breaking of the highways 
in the districts where said lands are located. 


Article 15. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
authorize and require the selectmen to appoint Sworn Survey- 
ors in each of the highway districts of said town on or before 
the first day of May each year annually, who shall be a resi- 
dent of their respective districts. And that the selectmen 
shall, as soon as the annual town taxes are assessed furnish 
each Sworn Surveyor with a book containing the full amount 
of highway tax assigned by the selectmen to each of the high- 
way districts of said town. And it shall be the duty of each 
district surveyor to see that the highway tax so assigned 
shall be judiciously and honestly expended for the repairing 
and breaking of highways and for no other purpose whatever. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to distribute the blank inventories at the time they 
examine and appraise the property to be taxed. 

Article 17. To choose three selectmen, a town clerk, a 
town treasurer, and other officers and agents for the year 
ensuing.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To THE CrTizENsS oF FARMINGTON: — 


In submitting to you our report for the year ending 
February 15, 1904, we ask your attention to a few points of 
special interest, and offer a few suggestions for the ensuing. 
year. 

One of the principal items of expenditure in the past 
year is that relating to repairs upon, and the breaking of the 
highways, the amount referred to being $4,661.87, which ex- 
ceeds the appropriation of $3,942.42, by $712.45. This in- 
cludes, however, the expense of straightening the highway on 
Central street at a cost of $455.12, and of straightening 
Spring street, at a cost of $36.50. We would say, in connec- 
tion with this matter, that it would have been impossible to 
have accomplished the task for less than twice the amount 
paid had it not been for the kindness of Mrs. James H. 
Fernald. When we called upon her we found her, as ever, 
ready to lend a helping hand for the good of the town, which 
for many veurs has been her home, in whose welfare she al- 
ways has taken a sincere interest, She at once consented to 
give the town the land needed in the improvement mentioned, 
and also to give the required grading. The latter having been 
so near at hand, we were able to do the work for the amount 
named. We take this opportunity, in behalf of the town of 
Farmington, to thank our estimable townswoman for her 
generosity. 

You will notice that we have expended the sum of 
$700.70 for concrete sidewalks. Adding this sum to the cost 
of straightening highways, we have $1,192.52. Deducting 
this amount from the $3,949.42 raised for highways, left 
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$2,757.10 available for general repairs. You will see also, 
by the report, that in some of the districts the cost of putting 
the roads in a suitable condition was much more than in other 
localities. 

We believe it to be good policy to’ extend our concrete 
sidewalks. They are much more desirable than the old style 
of walks, and they add much to the attractive appearance of 
the village, beside being much more for the convenience of 
the public than were the walks as‘formerly made. 

We still approve and would recommend an appropriation 
of 40cts on a poll and other property in proportion for 
highway repairs, and we do not think a smaller amount should 
be appropriated. 

We will say a few words in reference to certain articles 
in the warrant to be acted upon in the town meeting on 
March 8, next. Article 1: It has been customary up to last 
year to raise $5,000 for current expenses, but for some reason 
the appropriation was cut down last year to $4,500. To be 
sure, it has not cost quite $5,000 a year to conduct the busi- 
ness of the town, but we hardly think any candid voter would 
wish to bring a board of selectmen so “close up to the wind’, 
by cutting down appropriations, that no improvements can be 
made in local conditions. 

The law says a town shall furnish a suitable room for a 
public library, well lighted and heated. It has been question- 
ed, with reference to our library room, if the heating by stove 
would be regarded as “suitable”. In our opinion, it is doubt- 
ful if it would be so, and we think the trustees of the library 
are justified in having fotnd fault with the present manner of 
providing heat for the room. Had you voted last year to raise 
the customary sum of $5,000 for current expenses, undoubte 
edly we could have supplied a heating apparatus for the pur- 
pose referred to,that would be satisfactory. You are not losing 
money, even if the current expense account does not equal 
the amount raised, for with the little sums remaining from 
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your appropriations we have been able to take up notes to 
the amount of $1,300 in the past three years, and still have’ 
a balance on the right side of the ledger. The floating debt 
on February 15, 1903, was $8,250, and you have made no 
, arrangement for paying. more than the interest on the same. 
_If you make appropriations as you have done in the past, and 
if the selectmen prove successful and take up a few notes 
every year, our floating debt can soon be cancelled. This can 
be done if appropriations receive proper consideration. Let 
us take up one matter—that of school money: The sums raised 
by law, special tax, and from other sources, in the past 
four years, have been, for 1900, $7,011.22; 1901, $7,605.79; 
1902, $8,322.58; 1903, $8,551.72, showing an- increase of 
$1,539.81. The amounts noted do not include the expense of 
books, salaries of school board, truant officer, treasurer 
ete.,, and other supplies, which was $4,244.43.. Are our 
schools costing $1,539.81 more than in 1900? Have we better 
schools now than in 1900? If it is not so, a smaller special 
appropriation would lessen the burden of taxes, somewhat, and 
would permit of your making the amount raised for current 
expenses equal to that allowed in other years, $5,000, thus 
giving the selectmen more opportunities for rendering to you 
a satisfactory service. It seems to be the opinion of some, 
that a board of officers is most successful when it is able to 
save something from every appropriation, running town affairs 
as cheaply as possible, and making no improvements for the 
benefit of the town and the people in general. The present 
board of selectmen believes in being reasonably economical, 
yet at the same time thinking it right to expend the appro- 
priations for purposes indicated and to make suitable improve- 
ments in the interests of the public, keeping within the limit 
of the sums allowed. We do not hesitate to say that the im- 
provements we have authorized in the past year hardly can 
fail of appreciation. 

While the other articles in the warrant certainly are 
worthy of your consideration, we have something to say con- 


‘ 
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cerning Articles 14 and 15. We regard these articles as not 
wisely addressed to a board of selectmen, for insertion in a 
warrant to be acted upon by the town. Had the ideas thus 
advanced been embodied in our laws by the legislature, we 
do not doubt that the selectmen of every town would abide 
by them. But we do not think you will choose to vote upon 
any measure or measures, and have such action put on record, 
when such articles conflict with the laws of the state. Law 
is meant to be based on common sense. If there is more 
valuation in any district or districts than in others, and the 
highway money gained from the latter be insufficient for the 
need, the selectmen are given the right, by the state, to as- 
_ sign an amount suitable for the repairing of the highway in 
the lesser district so that it shall compare favorably with the 
highways of the wealthier districts. The town report shows 
that in District No. 7 the cost of repairs last year was $272.90, 
more money than highway money aggregates i that district 
in four or five years. The expense was necessary, as the 
roads were in bad condition. The two village districts con- 
tain over two-thirds of the valuation of the town. We raised 
last year for the highways the sum of $3,949.42, two-thirds of 
which 1s a little more than $2,600. You would not approve 
the use of $2,600 in these two village districts, leaving only 
about $1,300 with which to take care of fifty miles of road. It 
would be an injustice to the town. In all such cases as those 
mentioned, the law gives to a board of selectmen a 
certain right of adjustment, and no vote of a town can -take 
away that right. Consequently, Article 14 should be in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article 15: We are not living under the old system of 
sworn surveyors in every district, with every resident of 
the district obliged to work out his highway tax. Our sys- 
tem is one of a money tax collected by the tax collector. The 
law does not require the selectmen to appoint sworn survey- 
ors in every district. The members of a board of selectmen 
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take their oath to perform all the duties incumbent upon 
them, to the best of their ability Should they appoint a 
surveyor from a certain district, who for: some reason could 
not serve, and others in the district being, in the opinion of 
the board, not qualified to actin the capacity named, the 
selectmen have a right to send a surveyor into that district 
to repair the highway. Article 15 also should be indefinitely 
postponed. You can not act upon part of an article unless 
you act upon the article as a whole. 

The report of the treasurer shows the town finances to be 
in quite a satisfactory condition. The decrease in the net debt 
in the past year is $3,599.13. Had the town voted the usual 
appropriation of $5,000 in place of %4,500, we would have 
had the difference “to come and go on,’ as the saying is. 
That sum of $500 added to $3,599.13 would make the de- 
crease $4,099.13. 

You will see by the report that we have made a change 
in the system heretofore practiced in determining the con- 
dition of the treasury. We regard the account now offered 
for your consideration as giving a more correct statement of 
the standing of the town than could be presented under the 
old system. In the new reckoning we have added together 
the sums due the precin:t, the school district No. 9, and the 
town school district, Feb. 15, 1908, to the net debt of the 
same date, $37,180.16, making a total net debt, Feb. 15, 
1903, of $41,877.74. We now have added the sums due 
precinct and school districts 9, and town school district; Feb, 
15, 1904, to the liabilities, thus presenting a correct state- 
ment of present conditions. This seems to us a more 
desirable system, and one which it would have been wise 
to adopt when the former plan was taken up. But better 
late than never,
